Trousers Most Costly Item—New 
Rules for His Kit, 


It will astonish most people to 
be told that the British Government 
in addition to being a maker of 
laws is the greatest tailor in the 
world, says London Tit-Bits. The 
army clothing factory at Pimlico’s is 
the biggest tailor’s shop in Eng- 
land. Last vear Tommy Atkins’ 
tailor’s bill amounted to £355,375. 
During the Boer war the clothing 
of the army cost nearly £5,000,000. 

Trousers are the most costly item 
in the soldier's wardrobe, and for 
their nether garments last year 
the nation had to pay no less a sum 
than £73,278. This recalls the fact 
that it is less than ninety years 
since the British urmy first put on 
its trousers—that the British in- 
fantry soldier, that is, first sub- 
Nyon 22 Usage the . . Ase 

e British soldier will be clothed 
on an entirely ditferent system to 
what has prevailed for so many 
years, and the innvuvation will prob- 
ably be a great deal more satisfac- 
tory to the rank and file. Every 
man will receive his free outfit on 
enlistment as heretofore, but he will 
be requirel to prove his personal 
clothing and necessaries out of an 
allowance credited to him quarter- 
ly in advance. Instead of his 
present kit allowance of twopence 
a day after six months service he 
will receive at the end of his first 
year a lump sum equivalent to the 
accumulated twopences, in addition 
to the separate clothing allowance. 
_ The maintenance of kit and cloth- 
ing will be a matter between the 
soldier and his commanding officer. 
It is intended that the present ar- 
bitrary periods of wear allotted to 
each garment shal] be abolished. 
Under the old system a pair of 
trousers might be serviceable to- 
day and ‘‘time expired’’ to-mor- 
row.

Tommy Atkins’s tailor’s bill Lee 
make a millionaire poor in a year. 
Roughly speaking, it costs £1,000,- 
000 every year to clothe the Brit- 
ish army. The headgear of the

exhausts nearly £50,000, and boots, 
shoes-and leggings, which are pur- 
chased ready made, cost nearly 
£250,000. The cost of a soldier's 
uniform varies from just over £10

serving. For instance, the annual 
tailor’s bill for the rank and file 
in the Life Guards is just over £7 
while in the infantry of the line it 
is under £3.

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PASTURING HOGS IN SUMMER. 


Feeding hogs these days is a very: 
important matter, grain is high ‘and 
tu is every other feed, and as a con-| 
sequence farmers are looking more 
pn gop to the hog pasture for. 
relief. 

All pasture grasses are not ot 
equal value. poorest kinds are 
much better than none, but the be. 
nefits received from any de 3 
largely on the management o 
hogs and ture.

If allowed to roam at will over 
a large field the hone will soil and 
waste a considerable amount of 
feed. They will eat only the sweet- 
est and freshest and will trample 
on and leave the balance to get 
tough and ripe, after which time. 
they will not eat it at all. Divid- 
ing off a small patch at a time with. 
hurdles or movable fence works. 
well, providing the hogs can be. 
sheltered from the hot sunshine in. 
the middle of the day. 

It is a mistake to compel the hogs 
to depend entirely upon the grass 
alone, even though the prices of 
grain and mill feeds are high. The 
stomach of the pig is not like that 
of the sheep or cow and cannot be 
used as a repository for a large 
amount of coarse feed at one time. 

It has been found by experience 
and experiment that hogs fed a half 
ration of cornmeal while running 
te clover will make as rapid gains 
as they will if confined and f 
whole ration, and that, too, 
better quality of meat than 
made wholly from corn, The grass 
bulks up the mass in the stomach,) 
enabling the gastric juices to circu-; 
late more freely through it, and di- 
gestion is more completely accom- 
plished than if grain constitutes the 
entire ration. And, further, the 
clover contains the elements that 
promote the growth of bone and 
muscle, which helps to make up a 
pretty well balanced ration. 

Just as quickly as the soil is thor- 
oughly warmed through, sow a 
patch of rape, and it will be ready 
for the hogs when the pasture is 
pretty well played out.

The farmer should give his tai:

sibly allow, to a continuous egg 

ply all the year round. He should 
endeavor to select a breed, or 
breeds, or crosses of breeds, best. 
suited not only to general egg pro- 
duction, but to his individual cir- 
cumstances and conditions. He 
should so regulate the various ages 
of his layers as to ensure not only 
the aforesaid continuous supply, 
but the greatest possible number 
ef eggs in the winter months, when 
they are scarce and dear, and to 
do this he must produce pullets of 
various ages, and a!so select pos- 
sibly different breeds for winter 
and summer laying. He must also 
study the food supply, and endea- 
vor to fit it to sult seasons and 
circumstances. 

All these little items make a dif- 
ference in the number of eggs pro- 
duced, and in the consequent pro- 
fit, to say nothing of the care nec- 
essary to ensure the possession of 
a good laying strain—which is an 
even more important factor than 
treed. To produce table fowls at a 
rrofit when they have to be put on 
the market in the ordinary way 
(with perhaps the exception of a 
few very early spring chickens) re- 
quires practically the art of a pro- 
fossional. Every farmer can with 
comparative ease, market a large 
number of new laid eggs every week 
ir the year, with great pecuniary 
advantage to himself and also with 
benefit to the community at large, 
for there are always more wanted 


than can be procured. 


FARM NOTES, 


The farmer should plan to make 
his farm a little better each year. 
It may be done by making the soil 
a little more productive, draining 
some wet place, improving the 
buildings, or even by setting out 
some trees. 

Cultivation of corn should always 
be shallow, at least after the plant 
has obtained any considerable size. 
As the roots begin to reach out in 
search of food they should be pro- 
tected, and instead of deep culti- 
vation to cut off and lacerate them, 
they should be fostered and pro- 
tected, and induced to grow by 
shallow work to make a fine mulch 
of the top soil. This will keep mois- 
ture near the warm surface. 

In this day it is highly import- 
ant that the farmer be a traine 
man of business, He is beset o 
all sides by sharpers, who are try-| 
ing, on one pretext or another, to 
pet his money, and he is constant- 
y tempted to make outlays on the 
farm which are of doubtful expe- 
diency.

The birds are shot over dogs, 
some of which have really good 
noses, though in appearance they 
differ in no way from the scaveng- 
ers of the village streets. If pos- 
sible a tame hawk is also taken out 
to mark down birds that are miss- 
ed or not fired at. The man with 
the hawk takes his stand on a com- 
manding hill and the hunter with 
his dog proceeds to draw round 
him. If the dog puts up a pheas- 
ant which is missed by the China- 
man, or a brace, only one of which 
can be fired at, the hawk is at once 
loosed and pheasant and hawk dis- 
appear together. The hunter re- 
loads and follows and finds the 
hawk by means of a small bell at- 
tached to its back probably sitting 
on a rock or tree stump. 

He then sends his dog in to put 
up the pheasant, which is invari- 
ably hiding in a thick bit of cover 
hawk 
As long as the hawk is sitting there 
the poor bird will neither run nor 
fly, and thus falls an easy victim 
to the hunter. In this way a couple 
of Chinamen with a gun, a dog and 
a hawk make comparatively large 
bags in places where the foreigner 
vainly attempting to walk up his 
game with a straggling line of use- 
less Chinese beaters will probably 
only get a few shots in a day, and 
certainly never find a pheasant 
again which he has once missed. 

On the stonier hills, where there 
is less cover, chikor are found in 
considerable quantities and give 
very fair sport, except for their 
indefatigable powers of running up- 
hill; but the Chinese keep them 
still by using a hawk, much as a 
kite is flown at home, and of course 
would not hesitate to slay them on 
the run. Along the streams, fight-' 
ing hard to keep open in spite of, 
the severe frost, a few duck and 
snipe may be picked up, the latter 
heavier and plumper birds than 
regular spring and autumn visi- 
tors.

SPLITTING UP LIGHTNING 


DR. M. A. VEEDER'S NEW 
THEORY OF PROTECTION. 


—— 


Nails Will, He Thinks, Give Protec- 
tion Where Lightning Rods 
Fail. 


Dr. M. A. Veeder, the scientist, 
thinks farmers can protect their 
barns from lightning better than 
with lightning rods. 

His theory is suggested by the 
statement that fewer dwelling 
houses than barns burn when struck 
by hghtning. It is also said that 
the old style frame dwelling where- 
in the timbers were put together 
with wooden pins were frequently 
|burned from lightning, whereas 
| dwellings lathed and plastered and 
put together with nails were gen- 
erally immune from fire when 
struck, 

Another interesting fact was that 
the old-fashioned barns with strips | 
/ nailed up and down, or battened, 

were rarely or never burned, while 
the old style barns with siding 
| nailed to joists were burned fre- 
quently by lightning. All this 
} seems to indicate that the fire haz- 
ard from lightning decreased as the 
use of nails in construction increas- 
ed both in dwellings and barns. 

Dr. Veeder spent a long time 
gathering statistics as to the con- 
‘struction of barns struck and de- 
stroyed by lightning. He says:

It is 
very likely that the lines of metal 


points which happen to extend in 


a vertical direction and which reach 
the ground will afford the greatest 
protection.’’

A DOG EXPLORER. 


Fox Terrier’s Travels Through Cen 
tral Asia and China. 


A wonderful record as a travel- 
ler has been achieved by Dash, the 
smooth haired fox terrier which 
accompanied Dr. M. A. Stein, the 
archaeological explorer, throughout 
his great journey of 10,000 miles, 
undertaken on behalf of the Indian 
Government, through Central Asia 
into China and back, ‘says the Lon- 
don Standard. 

Though the aggregate of the 
marches amounted roughly to 10,- 
000 miles in two years and eight 
months, the actual distance cover- 
ed by Dash, taking into account 
his canine habits of progression, 
may be estimated at well over 20,- 
000 miles. Dash made that journey 
on foot practically the whole way, 
except when he went ‘‘pony back’’ 
for short distances at times of great 
heat. When in the Taklamakan 
desert Dash, like the rest of the 
party, had his water allowance 
strictly limited. It came from the 
supply carried on camels in the 
form of ice. 

Dash went over mountain passes 
as high as 18,000 feet above sea 
level. Throughout the journey the 
dog kept well and his menu was 
made up of scraps from the camp 
larder. Each night he slept in Dr. 
Stein's tent and on occasions prov- 
ed himself a very useful watch

wild donkeys, yaks and the like. 
He managed to kill several hares 
and bring them in to supplement 
the store of food.

By multiplying the number of peints 
it is possible to break up a very 
powerful current into a multitude 
of smaller currents incapable of do- 
ing serious harm. 

The dwelling house which I my- 

self occupy as a residence has in 
it, as nearly as can be calculated, 
275,000 metal points. By far the 
larger number of these points are 
Jath nails, 
all in barns as ordinarily construct- | 
ed, 
“Kven though embedded in a} 
slight coating of plaster or wood, 
275,000 metal points in an ordinary 
house would split up even a very 
powerful hghtning flash into tens 
of thousands of minute currents 
that

More than this, such a concatena- 
tion of metallic points from roof to 
ceiling would be at work lowering 
the tension, decreasing it material- 
ly in advance of the stroke. ‘hus 
we have both lessening of the 
strength of the current and decreas- 
ing the resistance of the current at 
work on a very large scale in the 
case of dwelling houses as ordinar- 
ily constructed. 

“On the other hand, in the case 
of barns the ordinary construction 
increases the danger of fire frorn 
hightning. ‘the metal points in 
their case are very much fewer in 
nucaber and further apart, so that 
the electric current is compelled to 
make leaps and encounter greater 
resistance, which are the precise 
conditions that increase the danger 
of fire from lhghtning. 

“It is obvious that if this is a 
correct statement of the case the 
remedy is within reach of every one 
at very smal! expense and effectu- 
ally. With the evidence now at 
hand it would be best to imitate in 
barns the distribution of meatl 
points ordinarily cmployed in lath- 
ing a house. 

‘This may be done very perfect- 
|ly by putting rows of lath nails, 
|about fifty in number, that is about 
| an inch apart, for each lath. ‘Lhe 
best way is to start the nails into 
the lath on the barn floor, and they 
may be readily briven home when 
ithe lath has been adjusted to the 
place it is to occupy along the raft- 
‘ers, floor and upright timbers or on 
the siding of the barn between 
joists. It will be noted that tne 
nails thus applied inside the build- 
ing remain clean and bright, which 
may be a point of some importance.

Schmidt. ‘The clock is a wonder. 
It is 12 feet 4 inches deep, 4 feet 4 
inches wide and 29 inches deep. One 
large dial gives the standard time. 
while directly beneath it is a dial 
which shows the changes of the 
moon and gives the government 
weather indication for 24 hours in 
advance. 


NIAGARA FALLS. 


“By watching the clock one sees 
handsome pictures of the ships in 
the United States navy pass behind 
a glass. The history of Christ is 
shown from the nativity to the as- 
cension by pictures painted by the 
maker. 

“An interesting feature of the 
clock is a miniature Niagara falls, 
with real water, the color of which 
appears to change. Just below is 
an electric fountain and an arch 
which produces a beautiful effect. 
Flags appear on staffs in front of 
the dial and indicate the kind of 
weather expected 24 hours in ad- 
vance. The weather reports are 
produced by a thermometer, a baro- 
meter, a hydrometer, a spirit level 
and a compass arranged on the

“On the bask of the clock is dis- 
played the Lord’s Prayer, inlaid 
with 312 pieces of wood. Pictures 
of American poets, musicians and 
the presidents also appear on the 
back. All of these portraits are in 
motion, and travel at the rate of 
25 feet a minute, Pictures of Pre- 
sidents Lincoln, Garfield and Mc- 
Kinley are shown, and at the hour 
of their death a light appears on 
the face of the clock while a phono- 
graph announces the occasion. 

“The face of the clock contains 
a piece of wood from every state 
and territory in the union, includ- 
ing the island possessions, and it 
took three years for the maker of 
the clock to collect them. 

‘All the mechanism for running 
the clock is in the base and includes 
640 feet of electric wire and 412 elec- 
trical connections. The current is 
cbtained from an ordinary electric 
light connection.”

cooked and prepared for eating. 
The latter variety is now beginning 
to be largely exported abroad, and 
there seems to be’a fair demand fcr 
them in the United States.

It takes about three 
years to bring a snail to maturity, 
but this refers to the finest qua 
lity only.

HOW WIND PRODUCES WAVES. 


Its Action Upon Desert Sand and 
Prairie snow. 


There are wind waves in water, 
sand and snow. The great sea 
waves are produced at that part of 
a cyclone where the direction of the 
wind coincides with the direction 
of advance of the depression, Along 
the line of advance the wave in 
their progress are accompanied by 
a strong wind blowing across their 
ridges as long as the atmospheric 
depression is maintained. So the 
waves are developed until they be- 
come steep. The average height in 
feet is about half the velocity of the 
wind in miles. 

A wind of fifty-two miles an hour 
gives waves of an average height 
of twenty-six feet, although indi- 
vidual waves will attain a height 
of forty feet. The prevailing wind 
in all longitudes is westerly, so 
wherever a westerly wind springs 
up it finds a long westerly swell, 
the effect of a previous wind still 
running, and the principal effect of 
the newly born wind is to increase 
the steepness of the already run- 
ning long swell so as to form ma- 
jestic storm waves, which some- 
times attain a length of 1,200 feet 
from crest to crest. The longest 
swells due to wind are almost in- 
visible during storms, for they are 
masked by the shorter and steeper 
waves, but they emerge into view 
after or beyond the storm. 

The action of the wind to drift 
dry sand in a procession of waves 
is seen in the deserts. As the sand 
waves cannot travel by gravitation 
their movements are entirely con- 
trolled by the wind and they are 
therefore much simpler and more 
regular in form and movement than 
ocean waves. {n their greatest 
heights of several hundred feet the 
former become more complex ow- 
ing to the partial consolidation of 
the lower layers of sand by pres- 
sure, but they still have the char- 
acterestic wave features. 

In the Winnipeg prairies of Canada 
freshly fallen snow isd rifted by 
wind in a procession of regular 
waves progressing with a visible and 
ghostlike motion.
